SWAMP FIRES 
Destroy Over ■40,000 Worth of Lumber

The couple were almost blinded by the 
smoke, which was growing more 
denae every' moment, and they saw 
at once that the most they could at- 
tempt would be to get out. lly a hard 
effort they succeeded in escaping from 
the building. Then they saw that 
their property must go and with it 
their children, whose escape and res- 
cue were cut off. A laborer named 
Michael MuUaly, and two decorators,

Notorious Swindling Schemes 
in Pittsburgh Stopped, 

The Managers of Them Under Arrest 
and Held for Trial. 



♦•Syndicate," Dlncrctlonary Pool*, and Oth-

Pl W MU aw ) M, Pa., Oct 23.— The Cham- 
ber of commerce met In special session 
Monday afternoon for the purpose oi 
taking action on the "syndicate," "dis- 
cretionary pools" and other unsafe 
methods of speculation which are now 
being exposed by all the newspapers oi 
this city. 

Superintendent of Police O'Mara.whc 
attended the meeting, said he had con 
suited several attorneys, but all had 
told him that as long as the "pools' 
paid their dividends and no complaint."- 
were mode the police officials, under 
the present laws, were unable to dr 
anything. He said the first complaint 
made against any of the "pools" was 
Saturday, and as soon as the warrant* 
were sworn out the place was raided 
and the manager and all his assistant! 
were arrested. 

A resolution was adopted declaring 
that those Institutions known as "syn- 
dicates," "discretionary" and othei 
"pools" were impudent frauds, and 
that the chamber denounced them and 
would offer all assistance in its powei 
to the civil authorities to drive them 
out of the city. The resolution alsc 
authorized the chamber to employ 
counsel to go before the court and sec 
if o restraining Injunction could not be 
issued whereby none but legitimate 
brokers could carry on a brokerage 
business in Allegheny county. 

If the "pools" can not be reached in 
this way, then the chamber of com- 
merce will lend its assistance in having 
laws passed at the next session of the 
legislature that will cover this species 
of speculation. 

Tbe chamber also discussed the ad- 
visability of having the state banking 
laws so amended that institutions of 
this kind' shall come under the bank- 
ing laws, so that the hank examiner
